(Thomas Bawin Farish) this southeastern corper of the tervitory is credited
with having 23,500 acres cultivated in dependence on irrigation ditches,

The zquaduct systems are not large but make up the average by numbers, In an
interesting report on the post gardens at Camp Huachuea, Major Julius H,
Patzii, U.S. Army, surgeor of the pust, notes that with the single exception
of potatoes a food supply of vegelibles is frown under a very moderate degree
of irrigation in the four months Ajrdl to July. These gardens are in Tanner's
Canyon, 7 miles dust of the post. This exception of potaloes deserves a
particular mention to stimulate further imouiry or to lead to the institution
of further experinents, because the head of this canyon hes been widely heralded
as the first ond alwost the only spot on the fmericon continent where have '
been found specimens of this plart growing in & free and wild stete, although
it is known to be indizenous to this hemisphere. This interesting discovery
which had been known to botanists for ysars was made in 1282 by J. G, Lewron,
a vendor of herbarium supnlies.

In Ramsay's Canyon near by the water supyly is soamewpat too precarious
for sardening. Al the mouth of Ash Canyon an attempt at irrigation from a
well is made. On a few ranches west of thie post, and extonsively in the
«1leys of the San Pedroe und Barbacemori Creek, crops of fruit, vegetables,
7rain, and hay are produced, all under irrication, for which water supply is
anple. Ia the San Simon Velley the total ditch system amcunts to but 2 miles,
and its use is confined to the alfalfa crop. The ditch systenn pfi the Sulphur
Springs Velley cmowsts to but 4 miles and is mainly applied to small gardens.
The aguaducts of the San Pedro Vulley cowprise more thun A5 miles of conduits,

. « . Two points only ip the San Pedro Valley exhibit advintegeous sites for
res3Ervoirs. About 15 miles north of Benson, at the Kigoer Ben place, a danm
350 feet long and 40 feet hiph could be made to store 278,784,000 cubtic fect :
svaileble for the irrigation of 3,000 acres. A mile and a half above Charleston
end 26 miles soubh of Benson a dam 400 feet long and 60 feet high would retain
wore than 300,000,000 cubic feet. The great drawback whick will seriously
irterfere with the value of these yeservoirs is the large aoant of evaporation,
which is so great bthat cnly a small ngrt of the water vould be available for

the enrly sumeer monthu when of course the wmaddmum is needed.

X X x x At Fort Huachucae, Ariz., vhere the scarcity of water by the drying

up of streams in summer suggested the necessity of abandoning the post, relief
was obtalned in June last by underdraining the 'clenega' at the source of the
supply with agricultural drain tiles. x x x x .
(Page 525)

X X x X FORT HUACHUCA, ARIZ. - Maj. T. E. Wilcox, September: The water supply,
while of good quality, has been of barely sufficient quantity to supply the
daily needs of the post and we find ourselves at the close of the rainy season
with fewer promlses of its holding out than ever before in the history of the
post. GStreams which always heretofore have had running water at this season
are absolutely dry, and as an increase can not now be expected until next

July the outlook is anything but emcouraging. An emergency appropriation
should be made at once to determine if this supply can be increased by the
method proposed in previous reports or some other practicable way, lest

the abandonment of the post on account of deficient water supply may become

a necessity. ’

December: The water supply has not been greatly increased by the advent
of cold weather, as was hoped would be the case, and considerable annoyance
has been suffered by the freezing of supply pipes, which are insufficiently
protected against the degree of cold which has prevailed during the month.

A minimum of eight and even seven degrees gbove zero has been recorded. It
is considered desirzble that the chief quartermsster of the department be
made acquainted with the above statement for the reason that on his recent
visit to the post he was given to wnderstand that no danger was likely to
occur to the water pipes through frost. As will be seen, the pipes require
protection against the cold of winter as well as the heat of summer.

June, 1892: Has been scenty but of good quality; the deficlency
promises to be corrected to some extent by efforts made during the month,
which were in accordance with recommendations made in the report for June,
1891. Agricultural drain tiles have been introduced in the ‘cienega' at
the source of the water supply, and over 7,000 gallons per day obtained
in excess of that heretofore secured; the expense has been nominal, and it
is believed that a further increase will be found as the water finds its
new thoroughfare. The ‘cienega'’ referred to in the last report has bsen
drained and now offers a liberal, supply of clear cold water with a
temperature of 61 F., which is 18 degrees colder than that of the water from
the hydrant at the hospital, and 14 colder than that at the ice machine. It
is believed this supply will afford all needed for the saw mill, ice machine,
stables, and water closets for the enlisted men. Pipe and a reservoir will
be required to make this available, but this will not be attended with
great expense.
